Water Gushing Is 
Explained By Science 


Palo Alto, California < APL—Gush­ 
ing water from the ground during 
an earthquake in poorly drained 
land is explained by experiments in 
the vibration laboratory at Stanford 
university. 
Sand completely saturated with 
water is subjected to earthquake vi­ 
brations produced on a heavy shak­ 
ing-table in experiments reported by 
Dr Lydik S J a co b in to the seis­ 
mological society of America. 
The quake waves cause water to 
collect on top of the sand on the 
shaking-table. The effect is some­ 
what like squeezing slightly a sponge 
tliat Ls dripping with water. The 
vibration, Dr. Jacobsen says, shakes 
the grains of sand closer together, 
forcing out some of the waler.
